The situation cannot remain in its 
present state of what Mr. Churchill de- 
scribes as “serious tension.” On either 
side of trenches, broken bridges, and 
barricaded roads armed men lie waiting to 
be attacked or—if they conceive a neces- 
sity—to attack. The tragedy of the 
matter is that no responsible Irishman of 


| any party wants this trouble, and that 


the Governments of Northern and 
Southern Ireland have everything to lose 
by it. The time is far too critical for re- 
criminations. Both the Northern and 
Southern Governments may have made 
mistakes; but no sane person believes 
that either of them has made any 
deliberate contribution to this terrible 
state of affairs.

Irish settlement. Sir James Craig said 
yesterday that he would be glad to concert 
plans for the city’s peace with men of any 
creed or party in Belfast. Why cannot he 
meet Mr. Collins in order to concert plans 
for the peace of Ireland* Why, indeed, 
cannot the whole Provisional Govern- 
ment meet the whole Northern Cabinet 
for this great purpose? They will achieve 
nothing by talking at each other across 
the frontier. They can achieve much by 
a frank discussion of difficulties as between 
men and men. : 
Neither Government can prevent an ex- 
plosion on the frontier because neither 
can control the other's forces. What is 
required is an agreement which will 
end the danger of The country 
needs a frontier truce to-day just as 
badly as it needed the truce of last 
July. Here are some things which a 
conference between Northern and Southern 
Ministers could do if they should meet 
in the right spirit. The Northern Govern- 
ment could satisfy the South of its pur- 
pose to suppress the Belfast disorders with 
a strong and absolutely impartial hand. 
Conviction on this pomt would do much 
to assuage political feeling in the South 
and to relieve the tension on the frontier. 
‘Both Governments could agree to dis- 
courage and suppress all acts of lawless- 
néss or indiscipline among their own 
adherents. The Southern Government and 
Dail Eireann could undertake to denounce 
and forbid all raids into or within 
Northern territory by members of the Irish 
Republican Army. If, after this formal 
notice, such raids were committed, the 
raiders would take their punishment from 
the Northern Government, and the South 
would have washed its hands of them. 
Other difficulties, such as that of the 
expelled workers, might be expected to 
yield to discussion between men of good- 
will, We believe that a truce between 
North and “South is possible and that, 
once it was established, an immense 
majority of the people in both areas 
would observe it honourably. It would 
not settle the boundaries problem ; but it 
would create an atmosphere in which, 
after the Free State elections, the seeds 
of compromise would have some chance 
to grow. Above all, it seems to offer the 
only way of escape from immediate and

Labour in America. . 

The Labour problem in America has 
reached a very critical stage. Employers 
have been reducing wages steadily since 
business became bad, and the coal- 
miners ‘have declared that they will go 
out on strike on the Ist April. The 
American coal industry, like that of 
Britain, is the pivot on which the 
economic life of the country turns; and 
a general strike would disorganise all 
transport, stop the wheels of industry, 
and give the communist extremists an 
opportunity to make infinite mischief. 
Unfortunately, even the moderate Labour 
leaders are highly discontented. Speaking 
at Boston last’ Sunday, Mr. Samuel 
Gompers, who is the Thomas of the 
United States, declared that Labour was 
on: the verge of a revolt, and blamed the 
attitude of the employers for all the 
trouble. The cost of living, he affirmed, 
had: been reduced in America only by 13 
per cent., whereas wages, on an average, 
have been “cut” by 38 per cent. The 
American system of trustified Capital does 
not make for smooth relations with Labour. 
In the United States Labour is still re- 
garded as a commodity which can be bought 
or sold at a certain price, while the human 
element, if not ignored, is kept well. in 
the background. American employers will 
save themselves a vast amount of trouble 
if, and when, they divest themselves of 
their almost feudal] views. 


A: Plea for Karl. 


On Sunday last the British Legation in 
Vienna was visited by a deputation of 
Austrian nobles who wished to draw the 
attention of the King and Queen to the 
distressful condition of the ex-Emperor 
Karl ahd his Consort. The Royal exiles, 
they declare, are living in Madeira in 
circumstances of the direst poverty. They 
are under the constant supervision of 
detectives, who even expect tips for their 
unwelcome work. For a short time they 
were living in a fairly palatial villa at 
Funchal; but expenses were too high for 
their drained resources, and to escape the 
human jackals who preyed upon their 
fallen nobility they were forced to live in 
a house upon the top of a mountain. 
Here, in this wind-swept shelter, without 
fuel of any kind and exposed to all the 
discomforts which poverty and absence of 
friends involve, the man and wife drag 
out their days. The fall of monarchs has 
in it always a tragic completeness upon 
which no man may look unmoved ; but the 
harrowing story of the Austrian exiles 
must not be taken too tragically. The 
Succéssion States are bound to pay the 
ex-Emperor an annual sum of about 
£20,000, which, even in Madeira, must 
go-a fairly long way. Karl, of all the 
banished monarchs, has proved himself to 
be the least deserving of pity, and to 
petition the King on his behalf is an im- 
pertinence. 


German Servants. 


The Berlin Correspondent of the Daily 
Chronicle relates an amusing instance of 
the tyranny of the domestic servant in 
Germany. An old couple near Hanover 
advertised for a maid. They got two 
replies—one by letter from Berlin; the 
other, in person, from a peasant’'s 
daughter, who visited the house in com- 
pany with her father. One hundred marks 
a month were the wages which the old 
man demanded for the girl, and, as this 
was quite a moderate sum, the prospec- 
tive employers decided to close the 
bargain. They quickly changed their 
minds when the old peasant proceeded to 
confront them with a list of “ extras.’ 
In addition to her salary and food, he 
announced, his daughter must get an 
annual supply of boots, slippers, dresses, 
aprons, bed-clothes, eight pounds of 
wool, four hundredweights of wheat. and

The strange lives and beliefs of these little- 
known inhapitants of this out-of-the-way land, 
r Eskimos, are made.known in official 
reports of the Canadian Aretic Expedition, soon 
to be published. 
Here is the Copyer Eskimo’s conception of 
our universe, as tolu by Mr. Jenness, a mémber 
of the expedition : 


“ A flat and unbroken expanse of land and sea 
—the earth covered over during the greater part 
of the year with snow and ice; of undefin 
limits, but stretching farther than any man 
knows; at euch of its corners a pillar of wood 
holding up the sky; above that, on its surface, 
another laud, aiounding in caribou and other 
animals, like our own earth; wandering across 
this upper ¢xpanse semi-spiritual beings, the 
sun, ihe moon, and stars.” 

To the Copper Eskimo, the sun and moon are 
semi-human, or, at least, the abodes of semi- 
human beings, the sun being a women, and the 
moon a man. The mountains of the moon are 
the man’s dogs, according to one account; 
according to another, they are a woman with 
her dogs behind her, for,once she came dows 
to earth, and the shamans (mediators between 
the Eskimos and the super-natural world) tied 
a rope around her and hoisted her up to the 
sky again. The weather, spoken of as a man, 
moves along the sky and, as he walks, the sun 
goes down. . IA 

The stars were human beings, or animals, be- 
fore they ascended into the sky. Orion's three- 
starred belt. is composed of sealers who never 
returned to camp. 

The Copper Eskimos believe that many 
strauge sak oaks semi-human races surround 
their land. The Indians, they feel, may be 
human, but the peoples far from them are 
altogether strange. 
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Birds aud animals, think the Copper Eskimos, 
can he offended by scornful words, and the 
hunter who hunts the caribou or seal will be 
suddenly stricken down by illness, or dogged 
by constant ill-luck. Not only must the Eskimo 
propitiate the shades of his human dead, but 
also the spirits of the animals he kills. 

“The religious doctrines of the proper 
Eskimos,” Mr. Jenness asserts, “bring them 
little or no comfort. 

“Death rolls back the gate, not of a happy 
hunting ground, or of a heaven of peace 
happiness, but of sóme vague and gloomy realm, 
where joy and gladness must surely be un- 
known.” 

But there is a more human side, Mr, Jenness 
explains. Their main distractions are singing 
and dancing. Practically all their songs are 
dancing songs.—(Reuter.)

A CONFERENCE PROPOSED.
